PENALTIES 
Vilway Regulations, 


OF THE 


IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT OF JAPAN. 


1—Any Railway Official who shall be in a state of intoxication 
whilst actually employed upon the Railway or any of the works con- 
nected therewith in the discharge of any duty shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding 25 yen, and any Railway Official who omits or neg- 
lects to performhis duty or who performs the same in an improper 
manner so that such omission, negligence, or improper performance 
is likely to endanger the safety of any person travelling or being 
upon the Railway, shall on conviction be hable to imprisonment 
with or without hard labour for a term not exceeding 18 months or 
to a fine not exceeding 100 yen. 


2.—Any person who shall commit any of the offences mentioned 
in Regulation 4 shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 25 yen. 


3.—Any 


' pee who shall commit any of the acts prohibited by 
Regulation 


shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 1Q yen. 


4.—Any person who shall commit any of the acts prohibited by 
Regulation 6 shall forfeit his fare and be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing 25 yen.

Regulation 7 shall forfeit his fare and be liable to a fine not exceed- 


ing 10 yen.

one hundred days.

fine not exceeding 10 yen for any quantity less than a ton. 


12.—Any person damaging or destroying the property of the 
Railway shall, in addition to his rendering himself liable to penalty 
or other punishment therefor as mentioned in Clause 7, and not- 
withstanding the infliction of these, be liable also to make compen- 
sation to the Railway Government for such damage or destruction, 
and the prosecution for the penalty or punishment and the claim for 
compensation may, if instituted together, be simultaneously decided 
by the proper authorities. 


The Government Railway Regulations shall come into operation 
and the above penalties may be enforced 


from and after the /7 tk day of brie: , 1872.

In case there shall not be room in 
the train for all the passengers to whom tickets shall have been furnished, 
those who shall have obtained tickets for the longest distance shall have the 
preference, and those who shall have obtained tickets for the same distance 
shall have the preference according to the order in which they shall have 
received their tickets.
